With More To Spend, We Want the Best

(First in a series.) 
A veteran butcher in a well-established upper-middle class 
food store in an upper-middle class Northwest suburban com­ 
munity can show how pigs are related to the cost of living. 
He relates how a well-dressed man recently sauntered up to 
his open refrigerator containing packaged meats and began 
fumbling through the packs of bacon. 
The customer frowned, turned to the butcher and irritably 


asked for “some really good bacon” from the freezer behind 
the meat counter. 


THE BUTCHER DESCRIBES how he complied, bringing 
out the very best he could offer, though “not much different” 
from what the customer already had rejected. 
“Look,” said the customer in a huff, “I said I wanted 
GOOD bacon.” 
He jingled the coins in his trousers pocket. “I’ve got the 
money to pay for some really good bacon.” 


The butcher admits he got mad. 
“So, I tell him, ‘you may have the money, mister, but they 
don’t make pigs any different nowadays.’ ” 
The same butcher doesn’t waste space in his meat case 
with a display of lamb or veal breast, or pork loin ends. 


“THEY’RE ROUGH CUTS,” he says. “People only buy cen­ 
ter cut stuff. Why not? They’ve got the dough to pay for it.” 
According to this butcher, when he started out in business 
right after the Depression in the 1930’s, the average family 


bought an average of 50 cents’ worth of meat on weekdays and 
a dollar’s worth on Saturdays. 
“Now, it’s an average $2.50 on weekdays and $5 on Saturdays. 
“Of course, some hit $2 on Saturdays, some hit $5 and 
others drop $20. And they spend it all on choice cuts.” 
The average citizen in Northwest suburbia complains about 
the “high cost of living,” though the federal government can 
demonstrate that the incomes of most Americans have risen

are in a period where 
money is not as available as we 
normally expect,” said Cleone 
Vandermer, 
representative of 
the First Federal Savings and 
Loan Co., Chicago.

loan 
companies are not out of money 
but are simply trying to build 
up reserves for the expected 
“tightening” of the money mar­ 
ket, she said. 
If the net savings would stabi­ 
lize, there would be plenty of 
money for loans. There are too 
many loans on the books at low 
interest rates, she added. 
“We are being selective in 
giving loans,” she said, “and 
also shortening the terms to 
lower risk.” 
More and more people are 
wanting to assume old mort­ 
gages, she told the group. This 
adds to the problem. 
THE TAX BILL and the $6 
billion spending cut will help, 
but maybe not enough, accord­ 
ing to Mrs. Vandermer. The 
deficit will be $4 to $6 billion, 
not $20 billion as before.

do 
help 
to 
stabilize the economy. A reduc­ 
tion in the spending of individ­ 
uals and companies does slow 
down the economy, she said. 
In 1966, individuals invested 
in bonds, not savings. That was 
a critical year, she added. 
“If banks are permitted to 
pay higher interest than savings 
and loan companies, the money 
situation will be made more dif­ 
ficult,” Mrs. Vandermer said. 
D U R I N G 
THE 
summer 
months, large sums of money 
are withdrawn to pay for cars, 
vacations and homes. The sum­ 
mer is usually a little tighter 
money situation normally, any­ 
way, she added. 
Any drop in available money 
will level off and interest rates, 
if they follow trends, 
should 
continue to go up, she pre­ 
dicted. The new ceiling on rates 
will be effective tomorrow. The 
old ceiling has been in effect 
since 1880, she added. 
Prospect i v e 
homebuyers 
should not wait until the mort­ 
gage interest rate goes down, 
because it won’t, she stressed. 


Mortgage interest rates will re­ 
main near the current level. 
“The election this November 
will have a great effect on the 
money market,” Robert Schroe- 
der, assistant secretary, Bell 
Savings and Loan Assn., Chi­ 
cago, said. 
ALL INVESTORS will be able 
to transfer accounts without any 
loss of interest, he said. The 
hope is that new accounts will 
balance the withdrawals. 
Schroeder was the only one 
who said there would be no 
tight money market. If trends 
and patterns continue as pre­ 
dicted, there will be ample 
money for loans and the inter-

Where Delinquents Live 
Like a POW Camp

What happens to a young man 
once he is sent to the courts fol­ 
lowing an arrest? 
Some DuPage probation offi­ 
cers, juvenile officers and local 
police chiefs got a first-hand 
look Wednesday. 
The DuPage County Juvenile 
Officers Assn. sponsored a tour 
through the Illinois Youth Com­ 
mission’s Reception and Diag­ 
nostic Center in Joliet and the 
Sheridan Penitentiary in Sheri­ 
dan. 
Some 
law 
enforcement 
people in DuPage County will 
never forget it. 
“SHERIDAN reminded me of 
a prisoner-of-war camp, with its 
douole rows of barbed wire all 
around the area,” said Stanley 


Rossol, Itasca police chief. 
There have been more as­ 
saults on the guards at the diag­ 
nostic center in the past month 
than ever before, 
said 
Sgt. 
Richard Ellison, Roselle juve­ 
nile officer. 
“The reason for the assaults, 
according to what we were told, 
wras that juveniles have been 
getting the feeling they can get 
away with things on the outside 
and can do the same once they 
are in custody,” he said. 
The Youth Commission’s diag­ 
nostic center, located in Joliet, 
is where Illinois youths are sent 
from the courts. Once at the 
center, they are given tests on 
personality and attitude, along 
with many other evaluations by I 


v a r i o u s sociology and psy­ 
chology experts. 
T H E DIAGNOSTIC 
center 
usually keeps a youth for an av­ 
erage period of four weeks, but 
they can be released imme­ 
diately or be sent elsewhere. 
The Youth Commission has 
the final say regarding where a 
youth is to be sent. 
A youth also can be placed on 
probation by the commission, 
and a court’s ruling can be 
overruled by the commission. 
SOME YOUTHS HAVE been 
kept at the diagnostic center as 
long as a year. These are the 
real problem cases, according 
to officials. 
Youths who return to crime 
and are sent to the Youth Com­ 


mission a second or third time 
usually can be processed more 
quickly because records 
and 
tests already have beei estab­ 
lished. 
The group that made the tour 
consisted of police chiefs, pro­ 
bation officers, juvenile officers, 
one judge, and two representa­ 
tives of Fenton High School, 
Bensenville, according to Chief 
Lester Sola, Roselle police. 
“I thought the place was real 
clean and orderly. Of course, I 
wouldn’t want to be there,” said 
Sola. 


ONE OF THE six women in 
the group, Dolores Heinrich of 
Bensenville, thought the boys

Walter’s to establish physical 
education classes for the paro­ 
chial children in the district’s 
schools, staffed by public school 
faculty members. 
SUPT. E.W.J. BAGG sent let­ 
ters to the home school dis­ 
tricts of the parochial students 
requesting that they pay a pro­ 
rated tuition for the services. 
Only Medinah, with five stu­ 
dents attending St. Walters, has 
complied. 
Schaumburg 
Elementary 
School Dist. 54 board of educa­ 
tion, with 17 students, 
voted 
unanimously not to participate, 
and Bloomingdale Elementary 
School Dist. 13, with 24 stu 
dents, 
has 
discussed 
it 
at 
length, but has not acted on the 
matter, according to Bagg. 
Bagg’s letter included a tui 
tion table based on Roselle’s 
1967 yearly tuition figure of $478 
to give the school districts an 
apporoximate cost of the pro­ 
gram at one-sixth the rate. 
DIST. 54 WOULD have to pay 
$465 per year for its students 
and Bloomingdale $656 
under 
the old rate. This year tuition 
has gone up to $500 a year. 
However, the home school dis­ 
tricts, since they are paying tui­ 
tion for that time, would get pu­ 
pil attendance state aid. 
A legal opinion from R. W. 
Deffenbaugh, assistant legal ad­ 
visor to the state superintendent 
of public instruction, said the 
Roselle school district is re­ 
quired to collect tuition for non­ 
resident students. 
THE 90 ROSELLE and five 
Medinah students attending St. 
Walter’s will participate in the 
physical education program, but 
the 41 students from Blooming­ 
dale and Schaumburg will not 
unless someone pays their tui­ 
tion. 
State law requires that chil­ 
dren participate in a physical 
education program. 
“It seems to me the initiative 
is up to St. Walters now,” said 
Bagg.

proportionately much higher and their spending power is much 
greater. 
WHAT’S BEHIND THE complaints, then, in an area boasting 
one of the highest per capita incomes in the United States? 
An economist will say it’s because of what most large ad­ 
vertising campaigns are based on: Americans will buy any and 
all products which are advertised as status symbols. 
A retailer will say that the package sells the product. 
A psychiatrist might say — as some already have — that 
the inability to live within one’s income is a form of sadism or 
masochism, arising from deep-seated emotional problems. 
Despite the reason, the drive to spend beyond one’s income, 
and then the complaint that the cost of living is too high, are 
factors which often have disastrous results. 
First, there are the hundreds of people who flock to mental 
health clinics and to private psychiatrists. 
They are said by medical experts to be more willing to 
accept the unprovable suspicion that they are schizophrenic than 
the provable fact that they have lived beyond their incomes and 
are worried about it. 
THERE HAVE BEEN substantial increases in bankruptcies 
—some calculated and others not only calculated but recurring 
— in numbers proportionately higher than the increase in popu­ 
lation. 
Divorce lawyers will admit freely that many of their 
clients, while pleading desertion in the courtroom, actually are 
disgruntled about financial problems and budget disagreements 
in the marriages they seek to dissolve. 
Suicides and crimes such as embezzling often are attributed 
to snowballing financial situations with which the self-made vic­ 
tim no longer can cope. 


A Northwest suburban grocer figures it this way: 
“A family of four with two small children usually spends 
about $35 a week on food. That doesn’t count dairy products, 
stuff like milk. 


“IF THE WIFE IS a spendthrift, or if the two kids are in 
their teens, the bills can go as high as $50 a week. 
“What I feel sorry for is the customer who wants to give a 
big spread for a teenager who’s having a party. 
“Boy, instead of hotdogs or ham on rye — which the kids 
really like — they’ll get shrimp or duck or something gooey to 
handle like homemade Stroganoff. 
“Not only does mom yell about the spilled food next day, 
but she’s gone $25 over her $50 budget and has to charge.” 
The grocer moans, “So, next week when she comes to pick 
up her I.O.U., that leaves her with $25 less for the regular 
grocery supply. 


“SO, SHE CHARGES again and again — and she’s hooked. 
“I’m hooked, too, because she’s an old customer and I don’t 
charge interest. But, she’s happy because all kids could go 
home and tell about the food they had at the party.” 
There’s another Northwest suburban grocer who sums up 
the overspending situation with a simple example: 
He sells cartons of cigarettes, but doesn’t want to. The 
chain firm for which he’s manager wants him to “mark them 
up.” 
When a customer asks for a carton of cigarettes, he advises 
him not to buy them in his store because of the mark-up. 


“THEY LOOK CONFUSED for a second. You know, like 
‘should I or shouldn’t I buy them someplace else?’ ” 
What do they do, finally, he was asked. 
“They buy ’em from me.”

lage police. 
The question came up Thurs­ 
day night, “How different is dif­ 
ferent? 
Tett asked the question, and 
he also had an answer. Since 
“special” or part-time officers 
must buy their own uniforms, it 
seems a little unfair to ask 
them to buy different colored 
shirts and pants just because 
there has been a change in the 
law, Tett suggested. 
THE 
BOARD 
of 
trustees 
concurred emphatically and the 
understanding reached was that 
the deputy marshals in particu­ 
lar would only have to have a 
distinctive patch or badge to 
single them out as required by 
law. 
All actions of deputy mar­ 
shals are under the control of 
the marshal, who in turn is a 
subordinate to the chief of po­ 
lice. However, for convenience 
sake, many villages are simply 
appointing their police chiefs to 
the post of marshal as well. 
Deputy marshals, 
according 
to the Bensenville ordinance, 
will not be allowed to carry 
firearms unless those firearms 
are issued and ordered to be 
carried by the police chief. The 
guns are only to be worn when 
specify how often the deputy 
marshals must be issued their 
firearms or ordered to carry 
them. 
In other words, the police 
chief could conceivably issue 


firearms once and order that 
they be carried at all times 
when the deputy marshals are 
on the job. 
However, the intent of this 
section of the ordinance is to 
prevent the part-time police or 
deputy marshals from carrying 
their weapons when they are 
not on duty, which has been a 
minor problem at times in Ben­ 
senville's own department. 
“SOME MEN WERE carry­ 
ing weapons when they had no 
business doing so,” explained 
Tett to the trustees. 
T h e 
ordinance 
approved 
Thursday spells out the powers 
and duties of the deputy mar­ 
shals very clearly. 


In a nutshell they are the 
same duties the “specials” have 
always 
performed: 
arresting 
those who break state laws 
traffic control, acting as watch­ 
men, parade control, civil de­ 
fense, and aid to local police in 
the case of riots, disasters, or 
other emergencies. 


WHILE TETT may be en­ 
titled to wear a big white 10- 
gallon hat in the near future 
since he is the likely choice for 
the marshal’s job, there is stil 
some question as to how long he 
will get to wear it.

es recommended that a jail in­ 
vestigation be made by the 
grand jury. 


Also on Thursday, two of five 
jail inmates charged with ag­ 
gravated battery, robbery and 
deviate sexual assault of anoth­ 
er prisoner came before Assoc. 


Circuit Judge Leroy Rechenma- 
cher. 
ONE OF THOSE charged, Ar­ 
thur Meinelt, 23, of Texas, was 
granted a continuance to July 
17. 


Meinelt, along with his wife, 
Gail, 19, is being held for the 
March 25 armed robbery 
of 
Leider’s Liquor Store, Bensen­ 
ville. 


The panel of three judges was 
appointed early in June by 
Chief Circuit Judge Bert Rathje 
to investigate the condition of 
the jail and the treatment of 
prisoners. 
The committee, membered by

No Cycles Expected 
After Cooling Off 


No trouble is expected from roving motorcycle gangs this 
summer in Itasca, after the “cooling off” a gang received two 
years ago from local residents. 
A gang of about 50 motorcycle riders rode into Itasca one 
sleepy Sunday afternoon. The roar of exhaust pipes announced 
their arrival to the whole town. 
THE GANG BEGAN roaming from bar to bar to “find the 
action.” At one time, thy entire parking lot of a tavern near the 
center of town was filed with the chrome-laden cycles. 
No action was found by the gang in any of the local taverns. 
The gang, after having drunk their fill, starting on a wild ride 
through the village. The noise from roaring motorcycles and the 
howls of their riders soon angered Itasca citizens. 
AS THE GANG rode down one street on the east side of town, 
the residents lined the road. They were all armed with water 
hoses. 
The people gave the gang its first public bath right there. 
The word spread and other blocks began arming themselves 
in a similar manner. The gang soon got the hint and headed out 
of town looking like a pack of drowned rats, none the worst for 
the experience. 
They haven’t been heard from since. 


Bauer and Assoc. Judges Wil­

— that a special grand jury 
be appointed to inquire into and 
make recommendations on the 
physical facilities and operation 
of the jail; and 


— THAT THE DuPage County 
Board of Supervisors visit the 
jail prior to preparing its next 
budget. 


The last slap has been in the 
making for some time, follow­ 
ing the suggestion by a former 
grand jury that conditions at 
the jail may be the fault of the 
DuPage County Board. 


Thursday, the grand jury said 
that facilities for female prison­ 
ers is “abhorrent,” and that 
“mere redecoration or renova­ 


tion” of the present quarters 
would be unacceptable. 
Jurors said arrangement of 
cell blocks does not permit 
guards to regularly observe or 


supervise the activities of pris­ 
oners, and that there is no 
“true infirmary” or proper pro­ 
vision for medical treatment. 
Also cited was the existing ar­ 


rangement for housing prison­ 
ers: that it fails to provide for 
separation of those awaiting 
trial from those convicted and 
serving sentences.

The programs of work and 
job training at Sheridan 
im­ 
pressed most of the tour mem­ 
bers. One person who was not 
impressed with the facilities 
was Chief Walter Tett, Bensen­ 
ville. 
“Work programs are fine, but 
some of the ones they offer at 
Sheridan are outdated, like shoe 
repair and wood working,” Tett 
said. 
“PROGRAMS WITH the fu­ 
ture in mind would be better 
suited for those individuals who 
get out and want a job. Just 
keeping the controllable youths 
busy is not enough.” 
“Sheridan is comparable with 
Joliet prison, except that the in­ 
mates are younger at Sheridan, 
of course,” said Sample. 
“I was surprised to see that 
most of those at Sheridan were 
Negroes and 
from 
Chicago,” 
Sample said. 
“Another thing that surprised 
me was that there are 8- and 
9-year-old 
children 
there. 
I 
asked the guide why kids so 
young were in prison. ‘Shop­ 
lifting, theft, and burglary’ was 
his answer.” 
THE YOUTHS SENT to the 
Youth Commission are all under 
18 years of age, but they can 
remain under its jurisdiction 
until they are 21. When a youth 
reaches 21, he is released or 
sent for reprocessing elsewhere 
Sheridan is the max’mum-se- 
curity type of penitentiary with 
160 acres of land, and 55 of 
those surrounded with a double 
row of barbed wire fence. Each 
fence has barbed wire facing in­ 
side and outside. 
Armed guards are on duty 24 
hours a day. The ares is well 
lighted at night. 
Visitors are allowed on week­ 
days, but not on weekends be­ 
cause the weekend staff is limit­ 
ed to security personnel only, 
according to a prison official. 
“I’M VERY HAPPY that I 
didn’t have to stay there,” com­ 
mented Tett. 
“Ifs a shame that the first or 
second time a youth gets into 


place like this. 
“A tour of the place for those 
kids that are always getting 
into trouble would cure them of 
any wild ideas. 
“To see a young boy locked 
up in a small cubicle really gets 
to you.” 
SOME OF THE youths are 
kept in solitary confinement. 
There are some who are beyond 
all control and can only be kept 
from hurting themselves or oth­ 
ers, according to the tour guide. 
Some members of the tour 
were shocked by the difference 
in the kinds of feelings present 
in the prison. 
The sheer maddening hatred 
of some was contrasted with the 
shame, loneliness, and empti­ 
ness of others. 
The usual number of inmates 
per cell is two. Unlike other 
state facilities — such as the 
one at St. Charles — Sheridan 
has cells. 
OTHER STATE facilities in­ 
clude 
forestry 
camps, 
work 
camps, educational centers, re- 
formitories, and special training 
centers. The diagnostic center 
determines where the youth will 
go. 
If he can be handled with 
little supervision, he can go to 
one of the forestry or work 
camps which has minimum se­ 
curity. 
One of the largest centers for 
training and education is lo­ 
cated just west of St. Charles. 
Here the boys are kept in cab­ 
ins, 
according to their con­ 
trollability. 
THERE ARE FENCES with 
barbed wire, but the 
atmos­ 
phere is a iittle more like that 
of a farm. There are also cab­ 
ins outside^the fences where the 
good” boys can stay and work 


on farmland nearby. 
The produce raised on state 
property like that at St. Charles 
goes to support those in con­ 
finement. 
There are educational facil­ 
ities at Valleyview and special 
educational facilities 
between 
Warrenville and Naperville for 
boys under 12. The state re­ 
quires that all children under 16 
be educated. 


“ONE OF THE biggest prob­ 
lems is how can you teach any­ 
thing to these kids when most of 
them can’t read or write,” said 
Tett. 


“They should try to channel 
these kids into some kind of 
r e a l i s t i c jobs training, not 
things like shoe repair and 
farming.” 


At present, Sheridan and the 
diagnostic center have a total of 
about 600 youths. 


The guide said that this is 
about 150 too many. 


THE CENTER AND prison 
try to individualize the treat­ 
ment and testing, but there are 
too many cases. 


The saddening thing is that 
about 80-85 per cent of the 
youths who are released will re­ 
turn within a year or two, said 
the guide. 


One of the only ways that the 
prison can keep the youths from 
destroying their own clothes 
and bedding is to refuse to 
reissue any. 
They soon learn not to tear up 
their own things, the guide said 
“IT SEEMS LIKE a waste of 
young lives,” Rossol noted. 
“There should be something 
that could be done other than 
having kids waste away behinc 
bars.”

Raid ‘Invaded Homes,’ Say Residents 


by SHARON CAMPBELL 
Both rage and disgust were 
voiced 
by 
residents 
of 
the 
Georgetown West Subdivision in 
Wood Date at a special village 
board meeting Thursday. 
They protested the treatment 
they received from the police in 
conjunction with a raid on a 
“Las Vegas Night” party held 
in the Georgetown West Club­ 
house 
last 
Saturday 
night. 
“WE ARE AGHAST at the ex­ 
treme rudeness of the police in 
what we consider an invasion of 
our homes,” said Alvin Strout 
in a prepared statement from 
the Georgetown homeowners. 
“And we are very concerned 
about the use of short-barreled 
riot guns in this circumstance,” 
Strout said. 
The statement went on to say 
that there seemed to be some 
inference that this party was a 
“big secret” when in reality it 


had been openly publicized for 
the past month in many of the 
local business houses. 
And, since it had been so 
widely publicized, the home­ 
owners wanted to know why 
someone hadn’t told them that 
what they were planning was il­ 
legal. 
“If it was so serious as to 
have the assistant state’s attor­ 
ney, a judge and half the Wood 
Dale police force there, then 
why didn’t someone tell us how 
grevous our crime was? 
| 
“And, furthermore, if play 
money and dice constitute gam­ 
bling then maybe the police 
should go into everyone’s home 
a n d c o n f i s c a t e Monopoly 
games,” declared Strout. 
The party attended by some 
200 members and guests was 
stopped shortly after I a.m. 
Sunday. 
Police confiscated an assort­ 


ment of gaming devices, 
in­ 
cluding blackjack and bokee 
tables, a numers wheel, rou­ 
lette 
wheel 
and 
table, 
jar 
games, cards, signs play mon­ 
ey and coupons. 
NEWS OF THE raid caught 
Mayor Ralph Hansen and mem­ 
bers of the village council by 
surprise. 
In answer to requests by the 
h o m e o w n e r s at Thursday 
night’s meeting to explain what 
was the background behind the 
raid, council members 
were 
still very vague. 
“All this board can give you 
as an explanation is what our 
attorney can tell you,” retorted 
Hansen. 
“AND ALL I can tell you is 
that one person has been ar­ 
rested and all the facts will 
come out at his trial,” ex­ 
plained the village attorney, 
Donald Kreger. 


M u m b l i n g t h e i r dis­ 
appointment at the explanation, 
members of the audience said 
they were not referring to the 
man arrested, but wanted to 
know why they were treated the 
way they were by the police. 
With this, council members 
resorted to a conference with 
their attorney, which aroused 
resentment in the audience. 
“YOU ARE supposedly the fa­ 
thers of Wood Dale and our 
elected officials and we resent 
the fact that you have to confer 
with the attorney to determine 
what to tell us,” said a home­ 
owner. 
Hansen explained that 
the 
board could not discuss publicly 
such matters that would be part 
of the court proceedings. 
Commissioner Dino Janis then 
attempted to enlighten the au­ 
dience on the background of the 
raid as he understood it. 


“TWO DAYS BEFORE 
the 
party, application for a liquor 
license was made by five repre­ 
sentatives of the club and was 
brought before this board that 
very night. 
“The application was turned 
over to our attorney who said it 
was not filled out properly and 
that only two of the applicants 
were actual residents of Wood 
Dale — Dr. Warren Carson and 
G l e n 
Frazier,” 
explained 
Janis. 
Carson 
is 
superintendent 
of 
Wood Dale schools. 
“Two of the other signees 
were 
Bernard 
Grizaffi 
and 
George Falcone, developers of 
Georgetown 
West 
Subdivision 
and not residents of Wood Dale, 
which they would have to be to 
have 
the 
application 
valid,” 
continued Janis. 
“AT THIS TIME the board in­ 
structed the village clerk to in­ 


form the applicants for the li­ 
cense by letter that the license 
had been denied,” Janis said. 
“They were told, however, 
that it would be legal for the 
members to bring their own li­ 
quor,” he added. 
Continuing 
the 
explanation, 
Janis said that Chief of Police 
Jack McGann was just making 
his usual rounds. 
This brought hoots of laughter 
from members of the audience, 
who had been confronted that 
night with half of Wood Dale’s 
police force. 
JANIS TRIED to explain that 
it was normal police procedure 
to walk in like they did with 
loaded weapons. 
Gene Kozak of 
Georgetown 
West wanted to know if they 
really would have shot some­ 
one. No reply was given. 
After continuous requests for 
McGann to speak, the audience 


began to clamor for his ex­ 
planation. 
McGann finally said that the 
warrant for suspicion of gam­ 
bling was asked for at approxi­ 
mately 11:30 that night, issued 
at 12:30 a.m. and served shortly 
after I a.m. 
F U R T H E R requests for 
McGann to explain were put off 
by Hansen, who explained that 
any action taken with the police 
chief would have to follow the 
court proceedings. 
One audience member said 
that all he wanted to know was 
what 
precipitated 
the 
“ridi­ 
culous actions” of the police 
chief who “arrested and unar- 
r e s t e d 
us 
three 
different 
times?” Again, no answer was 
given. 
Audience members then re­ 
ferred to the publicized “inside 
man” mentioned by McGann. 
They said they knew this was 


a member of the police force 
who attended the party with his 
wife. 
THEY ALSO said that the 
wife was told to leave IO min­ 
utes before the raid began. 
The discussion ended 
with 
both the council and the home­ 
owners saying that they wanted 
to be friendly. 
The homeowners said they 
felt there was a certain harass­ 
ment of them by the village in 
regards to water and other mat­ 
ters and that perhaps it had cul­ 
minated with this raid. 
The board members said they 
were not intentionally harassing 
the residents of the subdivision 
and that as yet no complaint 
had een issued by the village 
on any liquor violation. 
They said the action on the 
complaints of illegal gambling 
was the business of the state‘s 
attorney’s office.

Old Order’ Fades—But It’s Not Dead Yet 


“We have no problems in DuPage County so far as the com­ 
ing contest in November with the Democrats is concerned and 
we’ll carry the county 3-to-l.” 
That’s what Les Swades, York Township, told Richard B. 
Ogilvie after the GOP county convention Monday night which 
named Elmer Hoffman chairman for the tenth time. 
Swailes, a close friend of Ogilvie, said the Republican candi­ 
date for governor called him to find out how he stood in DuPage 
after the roughest intra-party scrap in county GOP history. 
Swailes, York assessor and one of the political powers of the 
county, came in for quit ea cuffing by some L. D. LaFleur rooters 
when it was charged he changed horses in mid 
stream and rode into Hoffman’s camp with the 
winning votes. 
“I made my commitment to Elmer Hoff­ 
man,” he says “a week before the convention 
and I told the LaFleur people when they solic­ 
ited my support that I would keep my word.” 
He said further that he and LaFleur were 
friends and that the county auditor stood high i 
his regard. 
This kind of thing happened many times in 
that struggle for the chairmanship. 
Friends had to say no to friends because they had committed 
themselves. Keeping your word, regardless of pressures and cir­ 
cumstances, is the basis on which your political stature is judged.

Many promising and capable young people in politics are 
tripped and fall by the wayside because they lack the courage 
to stand on their integrity when the going gets tough. 
They listen to the siren song of easy success and lay the 
foundation of their own failure. 
Ray MacDonald, county clerk who was elected secretary by 
acclamation at the convention, also was accused of not playing 
ball with the anti-Hoffman crowd as he was expected to do. 
Confronted with this allegation in his office, he told us he had 
made a commitment to Hoffman as far back as January not to 
oppose him. 
The anti-Hoffman group sought him out a couple of weeks 
before the convention and he said he had to turn them down 
because “keeping my word comes first.” 
Hoffman asked him to place his name in nomination and he 
accepted “because he was my friend and I believed he had the 
horses to win.” 
That “having the horses to win” is the politician’s vernacular 
and it means they know where the votes are and know how to get 
them delivered. 
Swailes used the same vernacular and he said he was sure 
from the start that LaFleur did not have “the horses.” 
What happened at this convention last Monday was an 
out-and-out miscalculation. The people in the anti-Hoffman 
camp were making their judgments on information “provided 
by novices” in the political business or they were coloring 


their conclusions to fit their ambitions. 
This is the assessment made by an informed source with a 
long time DuPage County political experience. 
Maybe this will help to explain the special trip by plane made 
by U.S. Rep. John Erlenborn (R-14th) from Washington to appear 
at the convention and speak to the committeemen. 
He did not swing a vote and must have been a bit embar­ 
rassed. He’s up for re-election in November. 
Erlenborn found himself in the center of a DuPage coun­ 
ty power struggle which is due to gather momentum in the 
years ahead. This DuPage Republican “family quarrel” is not 
really concerned with the election of Erlenborn or Ogilvie. 
The two Republican parties, as these contending groups are 
called, do not necessarily differ in ideology. 
The designation “moderates” confuses most Republicans. 
They are wondering what it really means. 
Generally, the word Republican is associated with “con­ 
servative.” Our observation at the courthouse and county board 
level is that some are “more” and some “less” conservative than 
others. 
You don’t expect much in the way of liberal political 
adventure to come out of Wheaton. Everybody believes in law 
and order, a full day’s work for a day’s pay and if you can’t 
pay for it don’t buy it. 
And, of course, everybody’s trying to rise a notch on that 
ladder of personal advancement. Republicans are fighters for the 


individual. Herbert Hoover wrote a book in the 20’s titled “Amer­ 
ican Individualism,” which this writer read and suffered an in­ 
flated ego for the effort. 
The point here is that there is really no great cleavage in 
Republicanism as such in DuPage County. The contention hardly 
has a philosophical basis. There is not even a contradiction in 
basic tenets. 
Ifs a controversy over who’s going to keep store; who is 
going to hold the keys to the Republican Establishment in Du­ 
Page County. 
The anti’s believe Elmer too old. But they’ll have to ad­ 
mit he still has his political stuff. 
Down south in Downers Grove Township there are said to be 
three Republican parties. Each faction, of course, wants to rule 
the roost. 
Sometimes, two gang up on the other. This happened at the 
convention. But the Hoffman group looked strong in polling 3,675 
of 5,700 votes. 
• 
The Bloomingdale Township Republican situation is said to 
represent this power struggle at its extreme. It is said to be 
interminable, with no end in sight. 
But the smarter Republican politicians of this generation in 
DuPage County are under no illusions. They accept the fact that 
a bright new generation is moving in fast and will, in the not-too- 
distant future, take over the whole works. 
“We’re for it,” they say.

gantuan directory of all Chicago

As nearly everyone knows, 1968 is another Olympic year. 
And this holds true not only on a world-wide basis, but also 
for youngsters in the Paddock circulation area.

Then ifs cool — for a little while — until the sun rises 
again, and builds back into another drenching. 


It makes life interesting in what is supposed to be a lazy 
and drowsy climate. 


But more interesting are the lures for sportsmen here, 
because that weather and geography have made this one of 
the great playgrounds of the United States, an abundance of 
lakes, rivers, marshes, forests, prairies and beaches that 
stretches from Daytona Beach to the Gulf of Mexico, and 
from the Okefenokee Swamp to the limitless orange groves of 
central Florida. 


Ocala is a keystone, its special advantage being that 
it’s at the center of all of it, and only a short detour off 
Interstate 75 where it skims through the northern half of 
the state. 


For the sportsman who quivers briefly with guilt at abandon­ 
ing his family on vacation, the region is unparalleled. It’s cheap 
enough, the glut of motels producing rates as absurdly low as $3 
a night. And ifs steeped with things to do and see in easy driving 
distance — the beaches, the orange groves, bird lands, glass- 
bottomed boats, Western gunfights staged on the hour, St. Augus­ 
tine, Cassadaga and its colony of spiritual mediums. 


And, mostly, the springs, the special by-product of the terrain 
of sand, sandstone and limestone — from the fabled jewel Silver 
Springs to the lesser springs: Rainbow, Blue, Rock, Salt, San- 
lando, Worthington, Manatee, Fannin, Homosassa, and numerous 
others that may or may not have been stumbled on by Ponce de 
Leon in his quest for the fountain of youth. 


To these places you dispatch mother, wife and children, un­ 
less, of course, they too like to hunt, hike, camp and — all year 
around — fish. 


Fishing clearly is the biggest lure, and not the tarpon and 
snook conquests that outdoor and travel writers like to linger 
on in their dispatches from Florida. 


This is bass country, some of the great bass country in the 
world, and most of it largemouth because this is one region where 
the smallmouth does not dwell. 


The lakes are many, so many that Florida too has its Lake 
County and Chain of Lakes. But the rivers give some of the best 
and most picturesque bass fishing, two rivers in particular: 
mighty St. Johns, flowing down through Jacksonville and swelling 
into such huge impoundments as Lake George; and the historic 
Suwannee, reared in the Okefenekee and drained in the Gulf, 
meandering quietly and eternally the breadth of northern Florida. 


If you do not fish these places, or do fish them without 
success, you can still profit from looking at them. They are, 
along most of their courses, astonishingly beautiful, offering 
those unique and classic glimpses that deserve canvas. 


They — those glimpses — give you trophies you keep all your 
life, because no man can be human and forget them, or forget 
that they are always there, someday — perhaps — to be seen 
again. 


There is one in the Ocala National Forest, which itself is an 
awesome 362,000 acre panorama of pine, palm and hardwood, 
home for exotic birds, deer, bear, bobcats and wild turkeys. 


From Salt Springs in the forest, there is a road of sand and 
led clay that winds eight miles through the trees and ends 
abruptly at a one-car ferry dock on the St. Johns River. 


The river bends to you there, flattening into a huge, pla­ 
cid lagoon steaming dreamily under the Florida sun. Fields of 
dark green floating hyacinths bloom in pink profusion all 
along the meandering bank, some breaking loose and drifting 
gently down the river in floral flotillas. The trees, shrouded in 
the ghostly beards of Spanish moss, hang with a majestic 
brooding over the water, pines and laurel oaks and great bays 
with hypnotic, aromatic white blossoms. 


As I stood there — and this I swear — a water moccasin slid 
into the water from under the dock, a tiny lizard skittered across 
the boards, a huge egret squawked once and flew out across the 
river, and a bass — five pounds at least — leaped free from the 
water at the edge of the hyacinth. 


I let the water moccasin slide on his way, because that was 
prudent. I let the lizard skitter on, because he meant no harm I 
let the egret flap away, because he wouldn’t stand for viewing 
anyway. And I let the bass in his water, because surely he be­ 
longed there.

From the Library 


Before You Leap, 
Look Into Antiques

According to recent articles in “U.S. News and World Re­ 
port” and “Business Week,” a soaring demand for antiques of 
fine quality is causing spectacular gains in prices, with no ceiling 
in sight. In price appreciation, antique furniture and decorative 
objects are now outrunning paintings, precious metals, diamonds, 
and most stocks and bonds. 
Purchases of antiques increasingly are being made as a 
hedge against inflation. Buyers believe that even though money 
shrinks as inflationary pressures mount, objects acquired are 
certain to go up in real value, for the supply is limited and 
dwindling. One estimate of what’s happening is that prices of fine 
18th century furniture, silverware and porcelain have risen gener­ 
ally about 400 per cent since 1950.

Mostly for Men 


Barbecued beef has a flavor 
all its own, and no cut of the 
beef possesses more natural 
flavor than a chuck roast. This 
recipe for a foil roasted and 
barbecued chuck combines fla­ 
vors of the beef with a zesty 
barbecue sauce and seals in all 
the juices. What more can you 
ask? 
Select a chuck roast cut 2 
inches thick which generally 
will run from 3 to 5 pounds. 
The 
smaller 
will 
serve 
4 
people, the latter 6 to 8 de­ 
pending upon the amount of 
bone. A blade cut chuck which 
is cheaper has more 
bone 
waste while the arm cut chuck 
will yield more servings per 
pound. 
Prepare a fire in your char­ 
coal grid and when the coals 
are grey, line the edges with 
moistened 
hickory 
or 
fruit 
wood and sear both sides of 
the roast, turning each 5 min­ 
utes and totaling IO minutes on 
each side. 


REMOVE THE roast to a 
double layer of heavy foil large 
enough to use a drug store 
wrap so you can seal in ad the 
juices while continuing to cook. 
Brush the roast with heated 
barbecue sauce then seal and 
return the roast to the grid. 
At this point, pud away some 
of the coals if necessary since 
you want the roast to cook 
slowly for about \Vz hours. A 
fire which is too hot will char 
t h e 
barbecue 
sauce 
even 
through the layers of foil. 
When the roast is done, open 
on a serving platter so you 
won’t lose the juices. 
Sdce 
across the grain and add more 
barbecue sauce if you like. 
And here again, by request 
from a number of readers, is 
my favorite recipe for 
the 
sauce which is the result of 
long experimentation with an 
old Kentucky version. 
Mix in order in a large sauce 
pan I small can of tomato 
puree, Vz ounce of paprika, 2 
tablespoons 
yedow 
mustard, 


juice of one lemon, % cup pep­ 
per vinegar (pepper sauce), Vt 
cup dark brown sugar. Heat 
slowly stirring constantly.

Wonder who pays for what at the wedding? 


A simple listing of expenses for the bride and her fami­ 
ly includes: the wedding gown and veil, the bride’s per­ 
sonal trousseau, the linens for one year, gifts for the groom 
and the bride’s attendants, bouquets or corsages for the 
attendants, all invitations and announcements and mailing 
costs, any expenses of the wedding reception, breakfast or 
dinner and the transportation for the bridal party to the 
church and reception. 
Although the bride chooses attendants’ costumes, the 
bridesmaids usually pay for their own attire. 


The groom, traditionally the least hard-hit by wedding 
expenses, does have some part of the financial burden to 
bear. 
His financial obligations usually include paying for the 
bride’s bouquet and the flowers to be worn by the mothers, 
a corsage for the bride’s going-away suit, a wedding gift 
for the bride, the license fee and the minister’s fee, gifts 
for the best man and ushers and fathers, boutonnieres for 
himself, best man, ushers and fathers, all expenses con­ 
nected with the wedding trip and often the rehearsal dinner. 
This division of the costs has become pretty much the 
tradition here in America. There are, of course, exceptions 
to every rule. 


One common exception is for the bride’s family to foot 
the cost of the rehearsal dinner. Occasionally, too, the bride 
and her family will pay for the bridesmaid’s dresses.

A national study of the college | different 
from 
reality,” 
said 
dropout picture indicates that 
half of all freshmen entering 
college with the class of 1972 
w i l l n o t graduate with this 
class. 


Last year’s figures show 400,- 
000 dropped out of college and 
another 350,000 flunked out, ac­ 
cording to the survey. 


Eight small, private colleges 
are trying to right this picture. 
Kendall 
College 
of 
Evans­ 
ton, Illinois is one of the eight 
c o-operating with the Educa­ 
tional Development Center, a 
non-profit corporation in Berea, 
Ohio, with a six-week summer 
program now in progress. From 
46 to IOO students will partici­ 
pate in the program at each col­ 
lege. 


Most dropouts simply failed to 
adjust rapidly enough to their 
new environment, according to 
the center’s findings. Campus 
life is an entire new way of life, 
especially 
for 
those 
leaving 
home for their first extended 
stay. 


T e s t s at the center have 
shown that nearly 35 per cent of 
th e flunk-outs are overly de­ 
pendent upon their parents. The 
tests also show more than 20 
per cent have I.Q.s of 135 or 
more.

Dennis W. Binning, who sug­ 
gested Kendall to the center as 
one of the eight colleges. Bin- 
n i n g , who served as a con­ 
sultant to the center, is execu­ 
tive editor of College and Uni­ 
versity Business magazine. 
“ If they get their information 
f r o m 
their peers 
returning 
home,” Mr. Binning said, “ ifs 
either about the kicks of the 
system or how to beat the sys­ 
tem.” 


“ If they get their information 
from adults or the press, it’s ei­ 
ther warm tapioca or it appears 
so tough it scares them,” he 
said. 
“ The six-week program, this 
summer, will tell the prospec­

‘what college is’ and explains thinking. What works, they will
